Moreover, Patentee did not claim the relationship of the first and 
second stitching yarns as recited in the last paragraph of Claim 24, the last 
paragraph of Claim 29, and the last paragraph of Claim 35- Claims 24, 29 and 35 
may be viewed as broadening in that they describe the relationship of the first 
and second stitching yam pairs differently than prior claims and they do not 
specify a top surface weave pattern.
